Tie 
transaction has been recorded in 
the office of Ccunty Recorder Ted 
Carpenter, Venue stamps at- 
tached to the’ deeds indicate the 
total price was $125,000. 

The properties, all patented 
mines, lie contiguous to the Kaiser 
mine at Kelso from which the 
iron. ore for the Fontana steel 
plant has been mined since the 
mill began operation. The ore is 
transported ‘by trucks to a rail- 
way siding at Kelso then shippec 
to Fontana. : 

Purchase by Mr. Kaiser was in 
the name of the Kaiser Company, 
Inc., iron and stecl division. This 
transaction indicates that the 
firm will continue for some time 
at least, to supply his mill from 
the mines in this county. Acqui- 
sitio, by Kaiser of iron ore pro- 
perties in Arizona and in the 
fabulous Iron Mountain in River- 
side county was reported some 
months ago. The properties pur- 
chased from the Colorado concern 
are known as the Iron King 
Quartz, the Iron mountain Nos. 
2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and the Iron Mouhtain 
placer mine.

Bank of America has sued the 
‘City of Upland for $3.14, it was 
reported at a meeting of the city 
councilmen last night.

THE RANGER’S 
Corner 


This Week’s Question: Why is 
the National Forest closed to pub- 
lic use during the summer? 

The Ranger says: The San Ber- 
nardino national forest is of value 
to the people cf Southern Califor- 
nia primarily for two purposes, 
recreation and water shed. 

By far the larger part of the 
forest, particularly the slopes of 
the mountains from the valley to 
the higher peaks which are cover- 
ed only with brush, such as you 
see north of Upland and Fontana, 
are of value as water sheds cnly. 

Without these mountains there 
would we no water for the vast 
agricultural areas in the San Ber- 
nardino valley. Without the forést 
cover on these mountains there 
would be less water for agricul- 
ture and the water available 
would not be the clear, good moun- 
tain water that we get today. 

The United States Fcrest Ser- 
vice is charged with the adminis- 
tration of this National Forest 
land for the greatest good for the 
greatest number of people. The 
greatest use of this area in the 
San Bernardino national forest 
which is closed to the public dur- 
ing the first season is for water 
development. Therefore, the pre- 
tection of these water sheds is of 
greater importance than any other 
possible use to be made of this 
land. 

Until the people in Southern 
California realize these values, and 
we are assured that under no cir- 
cumstances would anyone start a 
fire, either purposely or careless- 
ly it is necessary that these areas 
tbe kept closed when the fire 
danger is greatest.
